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COUNTY CONVENTIONS. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE GENERAL LAWS OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second 
Wednesday of the June session of the General Court or other 
day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, and 
may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Convention shall appoint two auditors biennial- 
ly, one each from the two leading political parties, for the two 
years next following, whose duty it shall be to examine the ac- 
counts of the county commissioners and county treasurer, &c. 

The County Commissioners shall furnish said auditors all 
the aid and information required by them in the performance 
of their duties, and shall recommend to the county convention 
the sum necessary to be raised for the county for each of the 
two years ensuing, stating in detail the objects and purposes 
for which the money is to be appropriated and applied. 

The County Convention for each county shall during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, raise or grant a county tax for its 
county for two years ; but the tax for each year shall be voted 
separately for that year, and shall be collected for the year in 
which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailer, the physician, the clerk of the court, 
the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and the 
superintendent of the county farm, of each county, shall make 
up their reports, separately, to May first, annually, and the 
same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in said 
month of May, and said reports shall be distributed as now 
provided by law. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions which concern the 
county, for the current year, ending as aforesaid, and the re- 
port of the superintendent of the county farm shall contain, in 
addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the farm, 
and the number of weeks each was so supported; and also, a 
statement of the average cost per week for each pauper, with 
with an explanation of the basis upon which said calculation 
was made.

It will be seen by reference to the report of the County 
Treasurer, that he has in his hands an amount sufficient to 
meet the expenses of the County for a considerable part of the 
coming year. Anticipating the favorable condition of the 
finances of the County, the convention at the last session of the 
Legislature provided that only thirty-six thousand five hundred 
dollars be raised by taxation the coming year, which, in addi- 
tion to the balance likely to be found in the hands of the Treas- 
urer at this time, was deemed sufficient to meet all the demands 
upon the County for the year 1884-5. 

The convention provided that the sum of sixty-five thousand 
dollars be raised by taxation to defray the expenses of the year 
1885-6. : 

Affairs at the county farm, under the superintendence of Mr. 
and Mrs. G. O. Reynolds, have been carefully managed, and 
the weekly cost of supporting each person has been materially 
reduced. : | 
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A new and substantial barn has been built, with slated roof, 
a stone basement and cemented floor. The cellar is designed 
especially for storing vegetables; the barn, not for stock but 
exclusively for hay and grain. Previous to this there has been 
no suitable place at the farm to house vegetables, on account 
of steam-heating pipes having necessarily to pass through all 
the cellars. 

Drs. Burnham and Spaulding continue in charge of the 
medical department. Miss Arabel S. Tucker is employed in 
the capacity of school teacher, and Rev. Geo. Ober having 
resigned, Rey. Ezra B. Pike has been appointed to succeed 
him as chaplain. 

Acknowledgements are due to Hon. John J. Pillsbury of 
Northwood and Oliver Hunt, Esq., of Danville, for liberal 
sums in aid of the library recently established at the county 
farm, also for books and periodicals thoughtfully contributed 
by Miss Lizzie Pearson, Mrs. Albert L. Jones and Miss Harriet 
M. Kimball of Portsmouth, Samuel Taylor of Brentwood and 
Capt. Horace Merrill of Lee. Contributions of this character 
are extremely welcome, and a general invitation is extended 
to all who may be pleased to donate books, magazines or 
papers, illustrated or otherwise, calculated to instruct or amuse 
as many of the inmates as are interested by such means.

PHYSICIANS REPORT. 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM CouUNTY :— 


Gentlemen: During the past year the sanitary condition 
of the County Almshouse, House of Correction and Insane 
Asylum has been excellent. 

Zymotic disease, or diseases produced by filth, bad ventila- 
tion or over-crowding, have been unknown in the institution 
throughout the entire year. Doubtless this exemption from 
disease of this character is due in a large measure to the dili- 
gence and energy of the Superintendent and his wife in keep- 
ing the buildings well ventilated, properly heated, and enforc- 
ing that degree of cleanliness upon the inmates which many 
of them had been unaccustomed to heretofore. 

The percentage of deaths to the average number has been 
considerably less than in former years. In estimating the mor- 
tality of an almshouse, you should not be unmindful of the fact 
that a large proportion of its inmates were diseased before their 
admittance. Ill health is no inconsiderable factor in bringing 
them to a state of destitution which compels them to seek ad- 
mission. 

There are in the Insane Asylum fifty-six patients, seventeen 
males and thirty-nine females. Thirty-two are suffering from 
chronic mania; eight from dementia; five from recurrent ma- 
nia; four from epilepsy ; three from puerperal mania, and two 
each from melancholia and nymphomania. 

The larger number of these are hopelessly insane and will 
probably remain in the institution until the close of life. The 
County has made ample provision for this unfortunate class in 
erecting suitable buildings with all the modern appliances. 
They are under the constant supervision of kind and attentive 
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attendants, and everything is done to render them as comforta- 
ble as their circumstances will admit. 

There have been twenty-three deaths and four births in the 
institution during the past year:

In the discharge of our duties to those suffering from disease 
or accident, we have been kindly aided by the Superintendent 
and wife, and the employes of the institution, generally.

To THE HONORABLE BoARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR Rock- 
INGHAM CountTY: 


Gentlemen: ‘There must of necessity be much of same- 
ness in the report of any chaplaincy under ,essentially the 
same conditions from year to year. Services have been held 
in the Chapel as heretofore, in which I have had the excellent 
services of the organist, Miss Nellie Veazy, and the aid of a 
choir, and congregational singing by the inmates as far as 
possible. These services have always been anticipated with 
pleasure, as fully attended as circumstances would allow by 
all inmates and officers of the Institution, and often very 
largely by people of the neighborhood. Other services, have 
sometimes been held by Rev. Mr. Pike and other clergymen. 
Mrs. Emily Judson Pike gave a very interesting lecture upon 
moral reform to a crowed Chapel, and Mr. Adams of Epping, 
with his friends, has delightfully and repeatedly entertained 
the inmates with services of song and words of instruction. 
A true report would be deficient were mention not made of 
considerable special religious interest during the winter. 
Some no doubt have by such help committed themselves for a 
christian life. As far as means would allow, all sorts of peri- 
odicals, tracts, cards, &c., have been distributed. Good, 
helpful reading in such an institution is of great value. I have 
introduced several full sets of the Anti-Infidel Library, be- 
lieving the first and last of successful moral effort must be to 
bind the finite and human to the Infinite and Divine. The 
Superintendent, matron and all the associate officers have the 
interests of the Chaplaincy at heart and have rendered the most 
kind and opportune attention and help.

To THE CHAIRMAN AND BoArpD oF CounTy COMMISSIONERS : 


Gentlemen: Another twelvemonth has fled, and my 
eighth successive annual. report is called for. One year ago 
to-day, (April 30, 1882,) there were confined in the: Ports- 
mouth jail 14 inmates. During the year there has been com- 
mitted 78 different persons, 23 of whom have been re-commit- 
ted after final trial and sentenced in the Supreme Court, mak- 
ing in all ror commitments. The various offences for which 
they were committed, their sex, nationality, &c., follows:

Nelson B. Main, of York, Maine, who was sentenced at 
“the October, 1883, term, to one year, for the crime of larceny, 
was pardoned and discharged on the 24th of April, 1884, as 
more fully appears in Dr. Hall’s report, accompanying this. 

[ intimated in my report of last year that the total expenses 
of the Portsmouth jail would decrease during the past year, 
and I am gratified to be able to state that notwithstanding the 
commitments have been considerably in excess of that year 
and the average number of prisoners greater, the total ex- 
penses have been in round numbers $600 less. 

It will also be seen by a reference to the report of Col. 
Dow, the Treasurer, that the total expenses at the Exeter jail 
for the past year are less than the preceding one, and yet the 
commitments are a trifle larger and the average has been 
higher. The incidental expenses at both jails have been cut 
down. 

The court expenses happening through this office for the 
past year,—to wit: per diem and travel of deputies, messengers, 
conveyance of prisoners, &c., &c.,—will be in the vicinity of 
$1000 less than the year shown by the report of 1883. The 
83, report, however, included the expenses of the April, 1881, 
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term. This report includes to the present date and shows a 
decrease in costs, even in the face of an increased criminal 
business, the details for which I respectfully refer you to the 
table in Solicitor Eastman’s report. 

I cannot omit, through this medium, to return my thanks 
to the several ladies and gentlemen who have contributed ap- 
propriate reading matter in the shape of books, periodicals 
and papers for the use of the prisoners in the Portsmouth jail, 
viz: Alfred W. Haven, Esq., (every Sunday), Mrs. J. Albert 
Walker, Miss Lizzie Pearson, Mrs. Albert L. Jones, Mrs.

Crime ison the increase in New England and throughout 
the United States. The statistics are startling. It is stated 
that there are in the prisons of the United States forty-eight 
thousand criminals,—in county jails and houses of correction, 
one hundred and thirty-four thousand; in houses of refuge, . 
two thousand ; floating criminal population exclusive of drunk- 
enness and disorderly conduct, four hundred thousand; total, 
five hundred and ninety-two thousand criminals. 

Later returns from the police departments of New York 
city and Brooklyn, show that there is one arrest, including 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct, to every eighteen of the 
population ; but it must be remembered that in New York city 
there are two thousand liquor saloons, whjch, allowing twenty- 
five feet front to each one, would make an avenue twenty-five 
miles long. 

The jails and houses of correction in Massachusetts have 
been crowded, and especially in the immediate vicinity of the 
boundary of this county. A short time since the jail in Salem, 
Mass., had sixty-nine prisoners to thirty-three at the corres- 
ponding date of the year previous; every cell in the jail was 
full and ten sleeping in the chapel. 

The house of correction at Ipswich had one hundred and 
eighty-eight inmates, and was so crowded that it necessitated 
the removal to Newburyport jail of a number of prisoners, and 
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that was full. The Lawrence house of correction was also 
full, and altogether there were about four hundred and _ fifty 
criminals in confinement in our adjoining county of Essex, in 
Massachusetts. In Maine, on the other side of us, crime is 
‘also on the increase. In Portland alone last year there were 
two thousand two hundred and fifty arrests. 

Rockingham county has two principal highways.as well as 
three railways, which cross its territority between Massachu- 
setts and Maine, (two of the latter of which and the highways 
are direct from Boston to Portland), over which criminals tray- 
el in going from one of these States to the other, and it is my 
opinion that our citizens can but congratulate themselves that 
they have suffered no more than they have from this class of 
persons. I fear they cannot be as safe in the future as in the 
past. 

All the tramps who travel from Massachusetts to Maine or 
from the latter to the former State, pass directly across our 
county. It is useless to say that their name is legion. 

There were lodged in the Portsmouth station house last 
year between five and six hundred tramps; at Exeter and 
New Market, I am informed, nearly as many more. It is prop- 
er to say that not all who have the name of tramps are vaga- 
bonds and monitors of evil. There are honest laboring men 
out of work who go from place to place to seek employment, 
and it is unfortunate for them that they are forced to consort 
with the regular tramps, for when they adopt the nomadic 
habits they too are under the ban. 

The class we have to encounter here are very largely tramps 
from choice ; who don’t want work, and who by any possible 
combination or stress of circumstances, never take care of 
themselves. They won’t work as long as they can beg enough 
to eat, and will steal when begging fails to supply nature’s de- 
mands ; and still another class, who adopt the life of a tramp 
as a convenient cover for all sorts of petty crimes, who will 
never beg when they can steal, only having all the revolting 
and none of the better qualities with which the human race is 
endowed. To. utterly and forever annihilate these fellows 
from our midst would be a boon to mankind. 
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Of the fifty odd inmates inthe two jails of this county on 
the opening of the April term of the court, a majority were 
tramps. By an earnest enforcement of the law on the part of 
the Solicitor, the jury and the court, most gratifying results 
were produced, and nine of them, for various offences, were 
committed to state prison (four under Gen. Marston’s tramp 
act) and more than that number to confinement in jail. Some 
legislation is necessary to make the ‘‘tramp act” more com- 
plete. At present it is almost impossible to secure the legal 
evidence for conviction; the tramps having become familiar 
with the law, adroitly evade it. 


Following please find Dr. Hall’s report of the sanitary con- 
dition of the Portsmouth jail. The Exeter jail has been ex- 
empt from any sickness other than that incidental to incoming 
prisoners. ‘ 


PortsmMouTH, N. H., May 30, 1884. 


At the request of the Sheriff, I respectfully submit my re- 
port of the condition of the jail and its inmates for the past 
year. I am informed that the average number has been _nine- 
teen. There has been no malignant or contagious disease. 
Most of the sickness the prisoners contracted before entering 
the jail. There has been one judicious pardon for sickness ; 
the prisoner’s disease no doubt incurred by confinement. No 
deaths for the year. The jail is kept ina clean, consequently 
healthy, condition. The inmates are, I believe, well and ju- 
diciously fed, and kindly cared for.
